5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

After further search and consideration of Applicants' response filed on 
May 02 nd , 201 1 (see Applicants' argument in page 1 0, line 20 to page 1 2, line 
1 7), it is determined that the prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious the claimed subject matter of the instant application as a whole either 
taken alone or in combination, in particular, prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest "coating the first ohmic contact layer with an adhesion layer prior to 
application of a seed layer of a thermally conductive metal, wherein the seed 
layer is formed on the adhesion layer by electroplating and the seed layer is 
patterned with photoresist patterns before the electroplating, forming a relatively 
thick layer of the thermally conductive metal between the photoresist patterns 
and adjacent to the first ohmic contact layer, the thermally conductive metal 
being of sufficient thickness to provide a heat sink", as recited in independent 
claim 1 . 

Claims 5,11-13,15,18,1 9, 21 , 23-26 and 28 are also allowed as being 
directly or indirectly dependent of the allowed independent base claims.
